Suggestions for Improvement 


Hnphasize projects which are economically sound and are closely related to 
the farm and home problems of the community. 

Maintain high standards of quality. 

Give adequate supervision through trained locel leaders. 

Plan more difficult projects to challenge the interest of the older boys and 
girls. 

Use successful results obtained by boys and girls in connection with meetings, 
news stories, circular letters, and radio talks. 

Insist that definite and detailed records, including costs, be kept. 

Increase volume as a means of contacting more farm homes and of training more 
young people in agriculture, home economics, and rural affairs. 
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
